Hysterieals who see the United States al- 
ready, at war becsuse an adequate fleet. fly- 
ing our flag. has been sent to the scene. of 
trouble,in the Near Hast to protect out inter- 
ests, and incidentally to give moral support 
to civilization, which is being attacked, are 
advised to keep cool. Our fleet in the Sea 
of aMrmosa at the present time is the great- 
est agency for peace that could possibly as- 
semble there.
